. abont hovr to teach than to a. doctor 
of how to practise medicine or a law- 
yer ho'w to practise law.

Downs of Uniontown rendered a vocal 
solo which received generous applause. 


- It being impossible for Chancellor S. 
B. McCormlclc of the Western Uni- 


• versity to be present, his assistant, 


.Prof. S.''B. Linhnrt, spoke oh "The 


College and tho High School Grad- 
uate." .The speaker outlined the var- 
ious opportunities afforded graduates 
of the-High School or College, and re- 
cited the many advantages of such 
an education. He -was'heartily In fav- 
or of students taking both High School 
and college courses. Cooperation, be- 
tween toe High School and. the col- 
lege was urged at length. His address, 
•while not quite so Ions aa Dr. Barbe's, 
•was -equally as interesting. 


This morning's session of the Insti- 


tute was livened with an interdstlng 
debate over the question of "In What 
'Way Can Civil Service Reform be Ap- 
plied to the A ppolntment of Public 
School Teachers." Miss AHJ..I B. Day 
delivered an excellent address in ad- 
vocacy of civil service application to 
teachers. 
The argument was taken 


up by E. C. Higbeo, who opposed civil 
service on the grounds that once glv- 


• . en positions, 
teachers would neglect 


their studies, feeling safe in office. 
.Prof. Heed, Principal of the Scottdale 
schools, took issue with Higbeo and 
supported Miss uay. The argument 
was interesting while it lasted and 
held the Intereat of all present.
